His bowed head slipped further 
down toward his clasped hands, and 
he could hardly utter the last words: 
“And may God, in his infinite Grace, 
have mercy on your soul.”

A. YOUNG SPEAKS TO 
SMALL AUDIENCE ON 
SPANISH QUESTION 


Thinks Canadian Government Should 
Take Side of Spanish People 


Around forty people attended a 
public meeting in the Farmers’ Ex- 
change hall on Tuesday night of this 
week when Mr, A, Young, from the 
Committee to aid the Spanish people, 
spoke on the situation in Spain and 
its effects, not only on the other Euro- 
pean countries, but on the people the 
world over. 

The speaker stated that, “It is not 
a civil war in Spain, but an interna- 
tional invasion of the Spanish peopl: 
by the Fascists and reactionary forces 
of the world, In such a situation it 
is only the duty and task of the Span- 
ish people to fight against these de- 
structive invaders; but it is the duty 
of all progressive people of the world 
to aid the Spanish people to defeat 
their enemy. 

“If peace is to be preserved and the 
existing democracies maintained, con- 
siderable more effort will have to be 
exerted, to build a stronger and ef- 
fective peace movement, 

“The people of Canada must com- 
pel the Mackenzie King government 
to take a stand on the side of the 
Spanish people and not as in reality. 
as the case at present, on the side of 
the Fascists in Spain.” 

Johnnie Greig acted as chairman of 
the meeting, and J, Nist gave a brief 
message, appealing for funds for the 
Spanish people, The collection taken 
netted $4.33,

THE DUKE OF WINDSOR 


According to British constitution a 
king abdicating must relinquish all 
titles, therefore, on Friday last King 
Edward VIII became plain Mr, Ed- 
ward Windsor. However the next King 
may confer any title he chooses on 
the abdicating monarch, and this was 
immediately done, so that our late 
King is now The Duke of Windsor. 
As is customary, Parliament will 
make an annual grant to the new 
Duke.

LITTLE LESS THAN A YEAR 


Younger Brother, Duke of York, 
Becomes King George VI 


VOLUNTARY EXILE 


King Edward VIII relinquished his 
Throne on Thursday, December 10, to 
be free to marry the woman he loves. 

In a formal document of voluntary 
abdication he passed the Throne on 
to his ‘younger brother, the Duke of 
York, and expressed the wish his ac- 
cession speedily come to pass. 

In simple, clear phrases, delivered 
in the first person, Edward’s choice 
between love and Empire was com- 
mitted to the page of history: 

“I, Edward VIII, of Great Bri- 
tain, Ireland and the British Do- 
minions beyond the Seas, King, and 
Emperor of India, do hereby de- 
clare my irrevocable determination 
to renounce the Throne for myself 
and my descendants, and my de- 
sire that effect should be given to 
this instrument of abdication im- 
mediately. 

“In token whereof I have here- 
unto set my hand this 10th day of 
December, 1936, in the presence of 
the witnesses whose signatures are 
subscribed.” 

(Signed) “Edward, R.I.” 

Thus did King Edward VUIT, at the 
age of 42, step down from the an- 
cient Throne of his forefathers to 
join his life and destiny with those 
of a woman his ministers advised 
him he must not marry as long as he 
was King. 

His regal mantle fell to the tall, 
slender Duke of York, home-loving 
father of two princesses who will 
be next in line for the Throne. The 
Duke will be 41 on December 14. 

The House of Commons, after hear- 
ing the momentous words of the 
King’s message, reconvened at 6 p.m 
to consider the legislation carrying 
out King Edward's abdication and the 
succession of the Duke of York. 

The decision of the Sovereign was 
accepted for the most part with sor- 
rowfu!l resignation, although Winston 
Churchill, Col. Jesiah Wedgewood and 
other staunch champions of Edward 
expressed - regret the denouement 
might not have been otherwise. 

Former King Edward VIII has gone 
into voluntary exile for an indefinite 
period, 

Edward’s voluntary exile is in the 
tradition of abdicated kings and is 
thought to arise from the fact that 
embarrassment might be caused to 
his brother, King George VI if a 
group of still loyal to the former 
monarch should surround him and 
make themselves felt in English poli- 
ties or society.

DUKE OF YORK SUCCEEDS 
TO BRITISH THRONE ON 
BROTHER'S ABDICATION 


Britain Calmly Accepts Change 
of Monarchs 

Under dreary skies Britain  pro- 
claimed George VI King on Saturday. 

As the golden-uniformed heralds 
moved through foggy London streets 
in medieval pageantry which twice 
within a year has heralded a new 
Sovereign, the crisis of Edward's ab- 
dication passed into history. 

With unruffled calm the people ac- 
cepted the dramatic change of sover- 
eigns and turned from the prince-king 
they loved so well to his tall, family- 
loving brother George—but with deep 
sympathy and a Godspeed to him who 
found the burden of kingdom too 
heavy without “the woman I love.” 

Before the battlements of St. 
James’ Palace heralds hailed the new 
King. Trumpets shrilled as throngs 
watched the pageantry of centuries 
ago re-enacted. 

Sir Gerald Woolaston, the Garter 
principal king of arms, proclaimed 
“our only lawful and rightful liege 
lord, George the Sixth, by the Grace 
of God, King of Great Britain, Ireland 
and the British Dominions beyond the 
Seas, Defender of the Faith, Emperor 
of India, to whom we acknowledge 
all faith and constant obedience with 
all hearty and humble affection, be- 
seeching God, by whom kings and 
queens do reign, to bless the Royal 
Prince George VI with long and happy 
years to reign over us,”

Joseph and Mary were humble and 
fine and they loved each other, They 
gazed happily across the well-culti- 
vated terraced valleys, across th 
fields where shepherds guarded their 
flocks, noted the old ston> watch tow 
ers where the farmers and shepherds 
could go to look far across their londs 
in all directions.

It was made 
thus not, as some say, to cause 
‘houghts of humility and reverence 
unon entering so holy a place, but to 
nrevent the ancient Saracens and 
Turks when they were in power from 
lesecrating the place with cattle. Fiv 
lifferent nationalities of Christians 
now guard this church and hold ser- 
vices here.

The Greek Orthodex and the 
Armenian and Syrian churches oc- 
cupy the main floor, Two circular 
stairways lead to the dark caves he- 
low.
